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Inquiry over: 

Will Asda 
bid succeed? 


EVERYONE’S had a say - and 
now the town has to wait. 

A six-day public inquiry 
into Forest Heath District 
Council’s decision to refuse 
an application by developers 
Unex for a supermarket in the 
town finished on Friday. 

Unex want to build an Asda 
store on land bounded by 
Black Bear Lane, Rowley Drive 
and High Street, but the appli¬ 
cation was refused in May last 
year on racing, heritage and 
retail grounds. 

Now planning inspector 
John Gray will consider the 
arguments and come to a de¬ 
cision in the next few weeks. 

The inquiry has considered 
the heritage, racing and retail 
concerns raised when the ap¬ 
plication was refused includ¬ 
ing whether the site could be 
considered racing land and if 
the town could support an¬ 
other supermarket. 

Stephen Walsh, manag¬ 
ing director of Unex, told the

News : “I think we have had a 
very fair opportunity to put 
our case. 

“I am not saying the horse 
racing industry is not impor¬ 
tant - it is and should remain 
important - but I think there 
should be a balance. 

“I look at town centres like 
Bury St Edmunds and Saffron 
Walden that are thriving and 
then I wonder why Newmar¬ 
ket doesn’t seem to be able to 
do that.” 

Mr Walsh said they were op-

timistic about the outcome of 
the appeal but if unsuccessful 
Unex were not likely to pursue 
this scheme any further. 

He said Unex would take 
any advice into consideration 
if the inquiry found racing or 
heritage concerns on this ap¬ 
plication could be overcome 
with a different scheme. 

Unex is also seeking listed 
building consent for Queens- 
bury Lodge, in High Street, 
which have been described as 
an eyesore in the past. 

The restoration of these 
buildings, which are owned 
by the Gredley Charitable 
Trust, could cost more than 
£1 million, according to Mr 
Walsh, which he said would 
be difficult to achieve without 
the financial backing of devel¬ 
opers, such as Asda. 

Rachel Almond, principal 
planner at Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, said they did not 
want to speculate on the out¬ 
come of the appeal.

Man, 78, escapes 
£3k con, thanks 
to a taxi driver 


A QUICK-thinking taxi driver 
thwarted an attempt to de¬ 
fraud an elderly Newmarket 
man out of £3,000 in the lat¬ 
est in a string of scams across 
the county. 

The 78-year-old victim re¬ 
ceived a call at around 12pm 
from a man pretending to be 
a police constable from Ham¬ 
mersmith, in London, who 
told the victim his bank card 
had been cloned and used to 
buy a £7,000 watch. 

The caller told the victim 
his bank in Newmarket was 
subject to a fraud scam and 
they needed his help in set¬ 
ting a trap for the scammers. 

This ‘trap’ involved the 
elderly man withdrawing 
£3,000 in cash and handing 
it over to a courier, who they 
would send to collect it from 
his home address. The vic¬ 
tim then challenged the call¬ 
er and asked how he could 
verify that this request was 
not a scam in itself. 

The caller told him to hang 
up the phone and dial 999 to 
speak to his local police sta¬ 
tion, which he duly did.

He then spoke to someone 
claiming to be a sergeant at 
Newmarket Police Station, 
who told him that the re¬ 
quest was genuine. 

But the victim was still not 
satisfied and called the num¬ 
ber on the back of his bank 
card, where again the caller 
told him everything was OK. 

After making a further call 
to what he believed was the 
local police station to con¬ 
firm one more time this was 
legitimate, the victim then 
phoned the original caller 
back and said he would as¬ 
sist them. 

After going into town to 
withdraw the cash, a taxi ar¬ 
rived at his house at around 
1.30pm to collect the money. 

The victim told the driver 
that the parcel was to be 
delivered to an address in 
London but on leaving the 
victim’s house, the taxi driv¬ 
er became suspicious and 
flagged down a passing po¬ 
lice car. 

The officers confirmed it 


was a scam attempt and re¬ 
covered the money, return¬ 
ing it to the victim. 

In scams like this, it is be¬ 
lieved the offenders leave 
the telephone line open, so 
when the victims think they 
have hung up to make anoth¬ 
er call to the police or their 
bank, they are in fact still on 
the line to the criminals. 

Officers are urging resi¬ 
dents to be careful when 
dealing with unknown call¬ 
ers and never to give out per¬ 
sonal information or hand 
over cards or money in these 
circumstances. 

The force said banks and 
police will never ask for ac¬ 
count details over the phone 
and would never ask for peo¬ 
ple to hand over bank cards 
or cash to a courier.

Pupils warned over sex assaults

Head of school, Nick Froy, 
wrote to parents this week 
to alert them to the incident, 
which came to light after a 
parent reported it. 

In the letter he described it 
as an “extremely unpleasant 
practice”. 

Mr Froy said: “We are tak¬ 
ing this seriously and, in 
consultation with the po¬ 


lice, called an assembly for 
all students - boys and girls 
seperately - to alert them to 
this new and extremely un¬ 
pleasant behaviour. 

“We have made it clear to 
all students that this does 
constitute sexual assault and 
is a criminal act. 

“In highlighting this activ¬ 
ity, making clear the sanc¬ 
tions and also what to do if 
a student has been assaulted, 
the college is working to pro¬ 
tect all our students.” 


Homes plan given the go ahead

Inquest hears 
disabled mum 
died in blaze 


A DISABFED woman died 
when a cigarette she was 
smoking in bed caused a fire 
to tear through her home. 

Heavy smoker Miranda 
Drew, 35, was diagnosed 
with Multiple Sclerosis in 
2007 and she had become 
so ill that she was unable to 
walk. 

On the morning of August 
31 last year, a devastating 
blaze broke out at the moth¬ 
er’s bungalow in Hawthorn 
Way, Burwell, while she was 
still inside. 

An inquest held in Cat- 
teris on Wednesday heard 
that her partner and full¬ 
time carer, Graham Challis,

had gone on a rare trip out 
with their daughter on that 
morning. 

Mr Challis said: “I left at 
around 7am and she had 
nearly finished her cigarette. 

“I asked her if she wanted 
to me to stay and she said 
she would be okay. I told her 
to be careful.” 

The inquest heard that in¬ 
vestigations showed the fire, 
which burnt down the en¬ 
tire property, started in Mi¬ 
randa’s specialist mattress in 
the back bedroom, which is 
where Mr Challis left her. 

Coroner William Morris 


also heard that Miranda no 
longer had the strength in 
her hands to use a lighter 
so used matches to light her 
cigarettes, and that she used 
to keep a glass ashtray on 
the bed between her legs. 

A verdict of accidental 
death was recorded. 

Villagers rallied around to 
support the family in the af¬ 
termath of the fire. 

Donations flooded in 
from generous neighbours 
to The Fox pub and Tina’s 
wool shop, both in Burwell, 
for Mr Challis and the cou¬ 
ple’s young daughter, who 
lost most of their belongings 
in the tragic fire.

Mum admits benefit fraud 


A MOTHER-of-three has 
been ordered to carry out 
unpaid community work af¬ 
ter admitting benefit fraud. 

Maureen Jones, 30, of 
Peterhouse Close, Milden- 
hall, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Thursday 
after pleading guilty to fail¬ 
ing to notify a change in 
her circumstances relating 
to housing and council tax 
benefit and admitted mak¬ 
ing a false representation for 
Job Seekers Allowance. 

Prosecuting Benjamin 
Burge said Jones had regu¬ 


larly told officials that there 
had been no change in her 
circumstances when her 
estranged husband had re¬ 
turned to live with her. 

The court heard that fail¬ 
ure to disclose details of who 
was living at her address had 
resulted in the overpayment 
of benefits totalling £3,840. 

The offences were com¬ 
mitted between July 2012 
and January 2013. 

Mr Burge said that since 
the overpayments came to 
light Jones had been having 
repayments of £20 a month 


deducted from her benefits. 

Joanne Eley, defending, 
said Jones’ husband, who 
had initially become es¬ 
tranged from her just five 
weeks after their wedding, 
had returned for a time but 
had now moved out. 

Miss Eley said: “She tells 
me she has most definitely 
learned her lesson. She cer¬ 
tainly now does understand 
the benefits system.” 

Jones was ordered to com¬ 
plete 40 hours of unpaid 
community work in the next 
year and pay £100 costs.

When police finally managed 
to stop her Mini Cooper car near 
Stowmarket, Wysoczanska, from 
Kingsworth near Ashford, was 
found to have more than twice the 
legal level of alcohol for driving in 
her blood.

Sentencing Wysoczanska to two 
months imprisonment suspended 
for two years, Mr Recorder Jona¬ 
than Seely said that while he ac¬ 
cepted she had been in a state of 
distress after being assaulted, her 
decision to drive away had been 
the wrong one.

travelling the wrong way and 
tried to warn oncoming drivers by 
flashing her lights. 

She had not noticed laybys in 
which she could have stopped 
and felt it was too dangerous to 
stop and turn around in the road, 
said Mr Dyble. She had been pan¬ 
icking and hoping to find a round¬ 
about. 

The previous evening Wysoc¬ 
zanska had been violently assault¬ 
ed by her partner and had decided 
to drive back to the safety of her 
home in Kent when he fell asleep, 
said Mr Dyble. 

Wysoczanska had pleaded 
guilty to dangerous driving and 
driving with excess alcohol. The 
court was told that it was her 
second drink driving conviction 
within five years. 

In addition to the suspend¬ 
ed sentence Wysoczanska was 
banned from driving for 40 
months and ordered to pay £120 
prosecution costs. 


Man, 66, 

drowned: 

inquest 

A MAN found drowned in 
the water near to his nar¬ 
row boat was “intoxicated 
by alcohol” when he died, 
an inquest heard. 

David Berbank-Green, of 
Waterloo, Isleham Marina, 
was discovered in the water 
on the afternoon of January 
30. 

The ambulance service 
discovered Mr Berbank- 
Green’s body at the scene 
and alerted police. 

Empty beer cans and 
whisky bottles were “lying 
everywhere” on board his 
boat. A “large” cheque from 
Inland Revenue was also 
discovered. 

Mr Berbank-Green, 66, 
had been to a local pub 
with a friend the day before 
his death. He said he was 
tired and not feeling him¬ 
self, so returned home. 

The pensioner had his 
wallet and car keys on him 
when he was found. 

Daniel Sharpstone, as¬ 
sistant coroner, concluded 
that Mr Berbank-Green’s 
death was accidental, while 
intoxicated with alcohol. 

He had 260 micrograms 
of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath. The legal limit to 
drive is 80 micrograms. 

Dr Sharpstone said: “Eve¬ 
ryone spoken to has ex¬ 
pressed their concerns over 
the deceased’s excessive 
drinking, and the nega¬ 
tive effect it was having on 
him.” 

The post-mortem exami¬ 
nation, on February 4, re¬ 
vealed the cause of death to 
be drowning. Mr Berbank- 
Green was also suffering 
with liver fibrosis. 

The inquest was held in 
Bury St Edmunds on March 
5.

Young performers get tips from the top 


A SUPERMARKET giant’s plans to 
serve alcohol until midnight, seven 
days a week, have sparked anger. 

Asda announced it would be taking 
over the Budgens store in Clay Street, 
Soham, earlier this year - a move 
which has been largely welcomed by 
locals. 

But news that bosses have applied 
for permission for the new store to 
be open from 6am-midnight, Mon¬ 
day to Sunday, and serve alcohol 
throughout that period, have been 
criticised by families who live near to 
the store. 

Budgens is currently open from 
7am-9pm on weekdays and 10am- 
4pm on Sundays. 

Nobody from Asda was available 
to comment on the application but 
objections have already been lodged 
with the council. 

Geoffrey Woollard, of St Andrew’s 
Park, which is close to the store, has 
objected. 

He said the proposals would “ad¬ 
versely affect” him and his wife and 
they feared their home could be de¬ 
valued. 

“It is my opinion that extended li-

censing hours for the sale of alcohol 
through the soon-to-be Asda store 
are likely to exacerbate late-night 
crime and disorder, could threaten 
public safety, will cause a public 
nuisance and may prove a danger to 
children,” he added. 

Another resident, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “The pro¬ 
posed opening hours are far too late 
for a supermarket... this is not a store 
which is on the outskirts of Soham 
- it’s in the town centre and is close 
to people’s homes and community 
buildings... 

“I will be objecting and I hope the 
council considers what impact these 
hours could have on people’s every¬ 
day lives.” 

Residents have until Wednesday, 
March 26 to have their say on the 
licensing application.

Beck Row homes 
plan is approved 


A DEVELOPMENT com¬ 
prising 117 homes has 
been rubberstamped by 
planning chiefs despite 
fears it would cause a vil¬ 
lage’s infrastructure to 
buckle. 

Aspal Ltd submitted an 
outline planning applica¬ 
tion for the nine-acre site 
on land east of Aspal Lane, 
Beck Row, which was ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath 
District Council’s (FHDC) 
development control com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday. 

Beck Row Parish Council 
had expressed concerns 
about the sewage system, 
which has plagued resi¬ 
dents of nearby Red Lodge 
and Herringswell in recent 
years. 


■ LIZZY BUCHAN 

Cllr Roger Dicker, who 
represents Red Lodge for 
FHDC, said: “I am con¬ 
cerned about the sewage 
as it is a really flat area. 

“If we are going to ap¬ 
prove the proposal of a 
large scale development 
like this then the necessary 
infrastructure must be in 
place to meet it.” 

Members raised con¬ 
cerns about the number of 
sewage pumps in the area 
and whether these could 
cope with so many new 
homes. 

A holding objection was 
also lodged on behalf of 
NHS Property services, 
who recommended the 


developer to contribute 
to improve dental surgery 
provision and GP resourc¬ 
es to meet the needs of the 
new residents. 

The application is in its 
outline stages, 
so detailed 
plans have not 
been submit¬ 
ted for the 
homes. 

Cllr Simon 
Cole, who 
represents 
Exning, said: 

“Why do we 
need to build 
Hammersmith 
in Suffolk? 

“Do we need this, really, 
in Beck Row?” 

Cllr Cole added: “It seems 


to me people are trying to 
stuff as many as houses as 
they like into a field.” 

But the officers recom¬ 
mended the development 
for approval stating it 
would provide eco¬ 
nomic benefits 
for the area 
and bring 

much need¬ 
ed housing 
to the dis¬ 
trict. 

Members 
voted to ap¬ 
prove it sub¬ 
ject to a num¬ 
ber of building 
conditions and 
funding from the develop¬ 
er for infrastructure in the 
village.

A KEEN runner has organised a 
charity fun run to raise money for 
charity in memory of his beloved 
father. 

Jack Smith, 22, of Swaffham 
Road, in Burwell, is mastermind¬ 
ing the inaugural Burwell Beer Run 
on March 23 to raise money for the 
British Heart Foundation. 

The day will be particularly 
poignant for Jack, whose dad Neale 
died in 2009 aged just 48, when he 
suffered a heart attack while play¬ 
ing football in the village. 

Neale was a keen footballer and 
a founding member of the Burwell 
Tigers where Jack now coaches. 

Jack told the News: “In 2012 I ran 
the London Marathon and raised 
£2,500 for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation (BHF). 

“This year I am running it again 
for the BHF with a similar target 
and this is the main fundraising 
event I am doing to raise sponsor¬ 
ship for it.” 

Jack, who currently works for 
Peterborough City Council, said 
he approached the three pubs in 
the village with his idea and was 
delighted when they jumped on 
board with the charity race. 

Jack said: “There has been a lot of 
interest in terms of doing the race 
but I need as many people as pos¬ 
sible to get on board. 

“People should do it because 
it is a fun event which will bring 
the community together and raise 
money for a good cause.” 

The race will begin at 12pm at 



The Five Bells pub, in High Street, 
and winds its way through the vil¬ 
lage via the Anchor pub, in North 
Street, before ending up at The Fox 
pub, in the same street. 

Participants have to stop in each 
pub and consume a beverage, 
ranging from a pint of beer for an 
adult man to a glass of juice for a 
child. 

Adults registration fee costs £15 
each while children under 18 pay 


£7.50. 

The registration fee for the race 
will include the cost of a drink at 
each pub and a Burwell Beer Run 
T-shirt. 

Parking will be provided at Bur¬ 
well Community Sports Centre.

Drivers 
caught 
on the 
phone 

HUNDREDS of drivers 
in Cambridgeshire have 
been putting lives at risk 
by using their mobile 
phones at the wheel, 
according to new police 
figures. 

A total of 321 drivers 
were caught using mobile 
phones in just one 
month during a 'Think!' 
enforcement campaign. 

Undertaken by traffic 
officers during February, 
the campaign will see all 
drivers caught receiving 
either points on their 
licence, a fine or having 
to go to an education 
programme. 

Sergeant Chris 
Huggins said: "The 
action last month was 
part of the Department 
for Transport's Think! 
Campaign, to highlight 
the real problems we 
have on the roads. 

"Driving while using a 
phone is part of the 'fatal 
four' driving offences, 
along with speeding, not 
wearing a seatbelt and 
drink or drug driving. 

"It is disappointing 
people are still not taking 
notice of the advice we 
are giving and we will 
continue to enforce 
the law to ensure our 
county's roads are safer."

Ellen is 
fighter 

Struck down with cancer in 2009, Ellen Walker spent the first few years 
of her life battling to survive. Five years on and the 7-year-old is proving 
that when it comes to bravery and determination, age is just a number. 
Lydia Fallon meets the incredible schoolgirl and her very proud family. 


L ITTLE Ellen Walker is 
quite a character. 
Bouncing around her 
home, all bright blue eyes and 
giggles, the 7-year-old wears 
a permanent cheeky grin as 
she excitedly tells me all about 
her upcoming birthday party 
(“We’re going to the Funky 
Fun House!”), her brand new 
fluffy pink jumper and how 
playing at school with her best 
friends is her favourite thing 
to do. 

Gazing down the camera 
as she cuddles her adorable 
16-month-old brother 
Arthur, Ellen reveals she’s 
always wanted to be in the 
newspaper. “She’s been very 
excited,” Ellen’s mum Emily 
tells me. “She even let me 
comb her hair!” 

Meeting Ellen today - 
chatty, vivacious and bursting 
with energy - it’s hard to 
believe what the little girl 
sitting in front of me has had 
to overcome in her short life. 
“She just takes everything in 
her stride,” Emily smiles. “Her 
strength and tenacity got her 
through it all.” 

Wednesday, February 19, 
2014, marked five years since 
Ellen was first diagnosed 
with cancer. Since that 
day she has had multiple 
surgeries, numerous bouts 
of chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy, a stem cell 
transplant, bone marrow 


transplant, and much, much 
more. It would be fair to say 
it’s been a rather eventful 
few years for the schoolgirl, 
but she’s kept on smiling 
regardless. “I’ll never forget 
when she was having this 
medicine which was making 
her really ill. She was just sat 
on the hospital bed, heart 
beat pumping away and she 
just had this determined look 
on her face. Like: ‘I’ll take this 
on.’ She never gave up,” says 
Emily proudly. 

Ellen first became unwell 
in 2009, aged just 2 years old. 
Up until then she had been a 
happy and healthy baby, and 
there was never any inkling 
that was about to change. 

“She was completely fine until 
she was 2,” Emily explains, 
showing me a picture of Ellen 
when she was a year old. “She 
was a really healthy child; 
she grew normally, went to 
nursery and was absolutely 
fine. But, almost overnight, 
that all changed.” 

As her second birthday 
approached, Ellen started 
to constandy pick up chest 
infections, she wasn’t eating 
normally and generally didn’t 


seem like the happy little 
girl she always had been. 
Emily and her husband 
Simon were, understandably, 
extremely worried. “We took 
her to lots of different doctors 
with various non-specific 
things, and eventually she 
was admitted to hospital,” 
Emily explains. “It was then 
she was diagnosed with 
Neuroblastoma.” 

A rare condition - fewer 
than 100 children a year 
are diagnosed with it - 
Neuroblastoma is a cancer 
of specialised nerve cells 
called neural crest cells and 
mostly effects those under the 
age of 5. “It’s every parent’s 
worst nightmare,” says Emily, 
recalling the moment Ellen 
was diagnosed. “But you just 
have to keep the hope and 
keep the faith that everything 
will be OK.” 

What followed was months 
of gruelling chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy at 
Addenbrooke’s. Ellen’s health 
was deteriorating rapidly 
and Emily admits it was just 
horrible to see their litde 
girl - so small and vulnerable 
- hooked up to all kinds of 


bleeping machines, every day 
fighting to survive. How did 
they stay strong? “At the times 
you feel bad for yourself, you 
just have to think that it is 
Ellen who is going through 
it all and it was just our job 
to be there to support her,” 
says Emily. “We were never 
told that Ellen’s illness was 
incurable, so the first thing 
the consultant said when 
Ellen was diagnosed was that 
the aim is the cure - so we 
always tried to focus on that 
above everything else.” 

In December, 2009, nearly 
a year after she was first 
diagnosed, Ellen was put on 
a Cancer Research funded 
clinical trial for antiGD2 
- a new and pioneering 
treatment which doctors 
hoped would prevent the 
recurrence of tumours. Ellen 
was the first child in the UK to 
have antiGD2, and although 
the side-effects were at 
times too hard to bear, it did 
eventually prove a success. 

After months cooped up 
in a hospital bed, Ellen was 
finally allowed home for the 
summer and she flourished. 
She started pre-school and

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made lots of new friends, 
went swimming for the first 
time in 18 months and even 
welcomed a new baby brother. 
Life seemed like it was finally 
on the up. 

But, in early 2011, the 
Walker family received 
more heart-breaking news. 
“Ellen had lots of episodes 
of illness which we initially 
thought were winter bugs, 
but it turned out she had 
developed something called 
secondary AML (Acute 
Myeloid Leukaemia), which is 
incredibly rare in children who 
have had Neuroblastoma, she 
was only the seventh child in 
Europe to be diagnosed with 
it,” says Emily. 

It was a blow but, Emily 
says, could have been much, 
much worse. “The fear was 
that the Neuroblastoma had 
returned, because if it had 
there’s no treatment, it’s just 
palliative care from that point. 
So when we found out it was 
AML we actually saw it as 
quite good news, as there was 
at least hope for a cure. It’s 
funny how your perspective 
changes.” 

That cure was a bone 
marrow transplant, and Ellen’s 
baby brother George turned 
out to be the perfect match. 

It was a huge relief, but as 
the Walker family know from 
experience, these things 
are never simple. Ellen was 
weak and her liver severely 
damaged, it was touch and 
go whether she’d even make 
it to the operation. “Ellen’s 
liver was damaged to such an 
extent that they didn’t know if 
she’d be fit enough to have the 
transplant,” says Emily. “The 
doctors were very guarded 
about it all and there was a 
stage where they told us they 
were not prepared to do the 
transplant, which meant Ellen 
would have no chance of long¬ 
term survival.” 

A born fighter, Ellen proved 
the doctors wrong and was 
eventually well enough 
to have the transplant at 
Bristol Children’s Hospital. 


“After the operation she 
was taken into isolation for 
three months,” remembers 
Emily. “It was ridiculous in 
there, you can’t take in soft 
toys and everything has to 
be laminated - it was really 
tough. 

“Children under 12 weren’t 
allowed in the isolation room 
so Ellen and George didn’t 
get to see each other for three 
months. She said thank you to 
him before the transplant and 
then he went to live with his 
grandparents while we stayed 
in Bristol in a place called 
Sam’s House,” Emily says. 

Is Ellen very close to her 
little brother? “Sometimes,” 
Ellen smiles. 

“They don’t like to admit 
it,” Emily laughs. “But she 
was very grateful to her little 
brother and they share a bunk 
bed and are very close.” 

“He knows that I had 
poorly blood and he gave 
me his blood,” Ellen adds. 
“Sometimes we show each 
other the white marks on our 
back from the transplant.” 

It has been nearly three 
years since the transplant 
now and although Ellen is 
doing amazingly well, the road 
to recovery has still been a 
bumpy one, with Ellen facing 
many setbacks along the 
way. “Last summer she had 
some issues with her liver 
because of previous treatment 
and it caused her to have 
bleeds with her oesophagus,” 
explains Emily. “And because 
she has had so many blood 
transfusions she has become 
iron overloaded and has to 
have blood taken twice a 
week. 

“But the outlook is positive; 
she is five years out of 
diagnosis now and the doctors 
are all very impressed with her 
progress.” 

“I was very poorly before 
Christmas and had to be 
taken to the hospital in an 
ambulance,” Ellen chuckles. 

“I was supposed to be in the 
school play that day and 
meant to be a snowflake. I 


turned as white as a sheet and 
the doctors said I was doing 
a pretty good impression of a 
snowflake!” 

“All the doctors know you, 
don’t they Ellen?” adds Emily, 
giving her daughter a little 
squeeze. 

In light of everything they’ve 
been through, I wonder if 
the experience has changed 
the family’s outlook on life? 
“Completely,” she muses. “I 
have a completely different 
perspective on life now and 
realise however bad you think 
things are, there is always 
someone worse off. We’re the 
lucky ones because Ellen is 
still here today.” 

Emily - who is a doctor 
herself - believes that wouldn’t 
have been the case if it wasn’t 
for the staff at Addenbrooke’s 
and charities like Cancer 
Research UK, which is why 
the Cambridge family have 
been inspired to share Ellen’s 
story to raise awareness of 
the amazing work being done 
every single day. “Children 
who go through cancer, go 
through hardship you could 
never even imagine but with 
money and research they can 
survive,” Emily says. “It can 
happen to anyone, and I think 
the only way cancer is going to 
be cured is though scientific 
research. Ellen wouldn’t be 
here talking to you today if it 
wasn’t for Cancer Research 
UK.”

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Step forward for 
community hub 


Last minute 
plea change 
for drug case 

A MAN has applied to reverse his 
guilty plea to a charge of produc¬ 
tion of an illegal drug - just as he 
was due to be sentenced. 

Keith Jones, of Barr Drive, Lak- 
enheath, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Wednesday 
where he had been due to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

Jones, 56, representing himself, 
told Judge Rupert Overbury that 
he wanted to apply to change his 
guilty plea to one of not guilty. 

Judge Overbury told Jones that 
he would be given two weeks to 
produce details of why he be¬ 
lieved the change of plea should 
be allowed and the issue is ex¬ 
pected to be decided at a hearing 
next month. 

Jones is charged with produc¬ 
tion of cannabis, a class B drug, 
on July 17 last year which is in 
contravention of the 1971 Misuse 
of Drugs Act. 

Judge Overbury told Jones that 
he would continue to be granted 
unconditional bail until he next 
appears in court.

AMBITIOUS plans for a public 
service hub in Mildenhall have 
taken a step forward. 

Property specialists Concertus 
have been chosen to prove the vi¬ 
ability of the scheme which would 
see public facilities, such as the 
school, the leisure centre and the 
library, delivered from the same 
site in a bid to improve standards 
and cut costs. 

Concertus will build a business 
case for the partners to consider, 
using a targeted stakeholder con¬ 
sultation and a transport study for 
Mildenhall. 

If it proves that the scheme is 
viable and the partners agree to 
move forward, there will be wider 
public consultation at that stage. 

Cllr James Waters, Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) leader,

said: “I am delighted that all the 
partners have agreed to commis¬ 
sion Concertus to look at the vi¬ 
ability of the project. 

“The Hub concept is intended 
to put Mildenhall at the forefront 


of public service delivery, improv¬ 
ing services and opportunities for 
the community as well as reduc¬ 
ing costs for local taxpayers. 

“All the options are open and 
I look forward to hearing from 
Concertus on how this concept 
can be turned into reality.” 

The planned site for the hub 
is the former Riverside Middle 
School, in Sheldrick Way, which 
has remained unused since Suf¬ 
folk County Council closed mid¬ 
dle schools in 2013 in the switch 
to a two-tier education system. 

The scheme is still in its very 
early stages and any proposals 
would be subject to planning con¬ 
siderations. 

Concertus will report back to 
key stakeholders during the sum¬ 
mer.

NEED FOR SPEED 

certificate 12A, 2h10m 

INSPIRED by a series of video 
games in which players get 
behind the wheel of souped- 
up motors, Need For Speed 
accelerates smoothly into the 
slipstream of The Fast And 
The Furious and its high- 
octane pretenders. 

Director Scott Waugh puts 
the pedal to the metal from 
the turbo-charged opening 
which establishes a rivalry 
between the cash-strapped 
protagonist (Aaron Paul) and 
his cocksure rival (Dominic 
Cooper) that drives the 
narrative to its predictably 
tragic resolution. 

The story centres on car 
mechanic Tobey Marshall 
(Paul), who runs his father's 
garage but is struggling to 
make ends meet so he relies 
on prize money from illegal 
street races. 

Aided by his team 
comprising Benny (Kid Cudi), 
Joe (Ramon Rodriguez), Finn 
(Rami Malek) and Little Pete 
(Harrison Gilbertson), Tobey 
is king of the road until a 
race against Dino Brewster 
(Cooper) ends in an inferno. 

Tobey is arrested and 
sentenced to time behind bars 



for a crime he did not commit 
while Dino walks away 
untarnished by suspicion. 

Two years later Tobey is 
released and swears revenge 
against Dino by competing 
against his nemesis in a 
legendary race organised 
by the enigmatic Monarch 
(Michael Keaton). 

He borrows a turbo-charged 
vehicle and agrees to take car 
dealer Julia Maddon (Imogen 
Poots) in the passenger seat 
as insurance. Sparks of sexual 
attraction fly between Tobey 
and Julia, complicating his 
relationship with old flame 
Anita (Dakota Johnson). 

Need For Speed is neither as 
deliriously fast nor furious as 
the films it hopes to emulate.

IF THE recent rain means your luscious, closely- 
cropped carpet of green is now nothing but a 
soggy bog, you might be feeling a bit 
downhearted. 

But don't despair, say the experts, there is still 
hope for your languishing lawn. 

Guy Jenkins, Johnsons lawn 
seed expert, firstly advises to 
just give it time. 

"Don't rush to work on your 
lawn as soon as the water has 
subsided," he says. "Treading 
on wet, saturated soil will 
easily result in compaction, 
reducing your lawn's aeration 
and drainage even further. 

Only sow seed after the 
ground has become workable 
again." 

Sometimes though, the only 
real option is to start again; if your lawn suffers 
from consistent waterlogging, or is covered in 
moss or has bare, muddy patches. Jenkins says 
sorting out a proper drainage system and sowing 
trusted grass seed will save you time and money 
later. On a poorly drained site where water lies 
on the surface at times, land drains are the only 
solution. If in doubt, seek professional advice.

When water simply won't drain away, the RHS 
advises that you may have to replace the lawn 
with a new one, using turf laid on a 5cm (2in) bed 
of sharp sand, overlaid with topsoil improved by 
generous manuring and thorough cultivation. 

Smaller lawns on heavy clay 
soil can frequently be drained 
by raising them slightly above 
the adjoining ground level. A 
gravel edging to the lawn will 
carry away excess moisture. 

When a lawn lies wet for any 
length of time, damp 
conditions encourage algae, 
lichens and liverworts. This 
includes bubble-like Nostoc 
algae and dog lichen. They both 
flourish in badly-drained lawns 
but can develop wherever 
the aeration is poor and may 
even appear on well-drained turf if the surface 
has become compacted and is inclined to remain 
damp after rain. 

Algae also thrives in shaded conditions and 
where soil fertility is poor, so it's frequently found 
on turf beneath trees. Moss is a common sight 
where conditions are damp, but particularly if 
there is shade and an acid soil. 


Pricking or slitting the surface can improve a 
waterlogged lawn, the RHS adds. Try making 
2-3cm (1 in) slits or holes, although deeper| 
spiking is better, especially with a tool designed 
to leave holes 10-15cm (4-6in) deep. These holes 
can be filled with a free-draining material, such 
as proprietary lawn top dressings or horticultural 
sand, which will allow the water to flow from the 
surface to deeper, less compacted layers. 

Hand spiking tools are available but an ordinary 
garden fork can be used too. Alternatively, for 
larger lawns, use powered tools. Try a hollow 
tiner, which has hollow spikes and removes plugs 
of soil that are then swept up and removed. 
Pricking and slitting are best carried out once the 
excess water has drained away, especially where 
machinery is to be used. In small areas where 
standing water persists, sweep it off the lawn and 
into the beds before spiking with a hand spiking 
tool or garden fork. 

Once you've cleared the latest mess, it is also 
important to consider the root of the problem and 


hopefully prevent it happening again. For 
example, do you live in an urban area, at the 
bottom of a valley or flood plain, or on top of 
heavy clay? 

"All of these factors can affect how your lawn 
copes with excess rainfall," says Jenkins. "In urban 
areas, water flows over pavements and patios, 
with the extra surface run-off resulting in 
flooding. Simply by keeping a well-maintained 
lawn, providing somewhere for water to drain 
away, we can all do our bit to prevent flood 
damage." 

If you plan to sow a new lawn this spring, raking 
soil over to form a fairly fine tilth should ensure 
optimum germination rates, but only do it when 
the soil is dry enough to work. 

Heavy rain washes nutrients out of the soil, so to 
help encourage new grass, apply a lawn fertiliser 
or buy grass seed which includes fertiliser or 
dressing, so that it can grow more extensive root 
systems better able to withstand drought and 
flooding.

CLIVE Brittain insists the 
Qipco 1000 Guineas remains 
the preferred option for 
Rizeena, despite also giv¬ 
ing her an entry for the 2000 
Guineas. 

Winner of the Moyglare 
Stud Stakes last term, 
Rizeena was last seen finish¬ 
ing second to the ill-fated 
Chriselliam in the Fillies’ 
Mile at Newmarket last 
September. 

Brittain decided to draw 
stumps on the campaign 
after that run, reasoning that 
having started her campaign 
in April and winning the 
Queen Mary Stakes at Royal 
Ascot in June, the filly would 
benefit from an extended 
break. 

The Newmarket handler 
said: “Plan A is to run at New¬ 
market in the 1000 Guineas, 
but I have given her an en¬ 
try in the 2000 Guineas and 
she’s also in the French 1000 
Guineas. The thinking is that 
you’ve got the options there 
if you want them. 

“She’s in very good form 
at the moment and I’ll be 
guided by her whether or 
not to run in a trial. 

“Her weight is coming 
down from what it went up 
to during the winter and she 
has developed so well physi¬ 
cally. 

“She started very early as 
a two-year-old because we 
wanted to win the Queen 
Mary, so she had three races 
before Royal Ascot. 

“We knew we had a good 
filly early on, but didn’t 
know how good she was 
and she turned out to be a 
Group One filly. Giving her 
a chance to develop through 
the winter has been a good 
plan, I think. 

“The Breeders’ Cup never 
entered my mind, because I 
felt we had seen all we need¬ 
ed to see with her and knew 
how good she was. 

“We’ve been beaten twice 
at Newmarket, in the Duch¬ 
ess of Cambridge Stakes 
and, of course, the Shadwell 
Fillies’ Mile, but sadly the 
filly that beat us in the 
Fillies’ Mile won’t be there. 

“She franked the form 
at the Breeders’ Cup and 
the third (Ihtimal) has also 
shown in Dubai how good 
the form is by winning their 
Guineas and Oaks in out¬ 
standing fashion.” 


Ante-post favourite King- 
man features among 73 
initial entries for the 2000 
Guineas at Newmarket on 
May 3. 

John Gosden’s charge 
headed the market through¬ 
out the winter after notching 
two impressive wins, round¬ 
ing off with victory in the 
Group Three Solario Stakes.

Luc Lagardere at Longchamp 
last autumn due to an an¬ 
kle problem that required 
minor surgery, but punters’ 
enthusiasm is undiminished.
